New Records of Merionoeda indica (Coleoptera, Cerambycidae)

Merionoeda indica was described by Hope (1838, p. 28) based upon a female specimen 
collected from Nepal, and additionally described by GAHAN (1906). Since then, however, no 
contribution has been made to this species. It is characterized and easily distinguished from the 
other congeners of the genus by the wholly black body with the matted elytra and a pale ring just 
before the femoral club of the female hind leg. Recently, I was able to examine a rather long series 
of the same species collected from Laos and Sichuan as follows.
